The  Road  To 
Zero  coalition,  managed  by  the  National  Safety  Council,  has  set  an  ambitious  goal  for  the  nation  - 
to  eliminate  traffic  deaths  by  2050. 

“The  new  Road  to  Zero  report  confirms  what  Los  Angeles  has  embraced  since  2015:  Traffic 
deaths  are  preventable  and  we  can  reverse  the  trend  by  committing  to  action,”  said  LADOT 
General  Manager  Seleta  Reynolds.  “LADOT  has  led  the  work  to  update  speed  limits,  build  safety 
improvements  especially  around  schools,  and  develop  creative  safety  campaigns  to  raise 
awareness  about  Vision  Zero.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  work  ahead  with  our  national 
partners  to  champion  Vision  Zero  across  the  country.”
